Charles Smith of one and a half miles 
north of Utica in, Knox county, com- 
mitted suicide this morning. The cir- 
cumstances sunounding the act have 
not yet been entirely cleared up to the 
satisfaction of the officials. 
It is said the young man was de-

his life. 
It is alleged that last week 
his sister discovered poison in his suit 
case and after destroying it ordered 
the druggists not to sell him anything 
containing poison. 


He arose as was his custom this 
morning and went out to the barnyard 
and milked the cows. Then, members 
of the family state, he went to his bed 
room, 
evidently to change clothes 


for breakfast but when he failed 
to api>eur they called him and receiv- 
ing no answer investigated and found 
him dead on the bed 


Tiiat is the story told Sheriff Moss- 
holder who happened to be in the 
vicinity and was called in place of the 
coroner. 
He examined the body and 


expressed the opinion that the man 
met his death by hanging, the marks 
on the body and the general appear- 
ance indicating that such had been the 
easel It is also said that a rope which 
might have been u&ed was found in 
the bedroom. 
The opinion was expressed that the 
xoung man had probably hung himself 
from a rafter in the barn and that he 
hady was discovered and cut down be- 
lieving that life >et remain, and later 
was carried into the house.

ward stabilizing wage conditions during 
the war a conference of manufacturers' 
representatives will be held here tomor- 
row with war and navy department of- 
ficials to discuss methods of enforcing 
labor agreements to be made between 
the government and workmen, and the

Labor representatives will be called on 


to co-operate in the plan which will 
involve an attempt to increase wages of 
some low-paid gioups to the standard 
community or industry wage bcale. 
Millions of workmen—both in war in- 
dustries and others—will be affected. 


If the tentative plan suggested is 
not acceptable to either emp^ers or 
employes' interests, some other method 
will be worked out Government depart- 
ments in charge of the placing of bil- 
lions of dollars worth of contracts, it 
was said today, however, are determined 
to force permanency of labor agree- 
ments during the war.

Cologne Gazette Concedes Prosecution of War On All 


Fronts Would Be Master Stroke By,Marshal Foch— 


Gets Strategical Unity 


London, Sept. 24.—(British Wireless 


Service)—The entente allied successes in 
France, Macedonia and Palestine have 
led the Cologne Gazette to anxious con- 
sideration regarding future military de- 
velopments. 
"We must do Foch the justice to say 
he is apparently beginning to obtain on 
a big scale that strategical unity he has 
already obtained on French soil," says 
this leading German newspaper, and 
after reviewing the situation in the var- 
ious theaters of the war it concedes 
that the prosecution from all bides of 
an offensive against the alliance of the 
central powers would be a master 
stroke. Having mentioned the unity -of 
command, the superiority of the allies 


in men and material, as conditions fav 
oring them, it continues: 


"We have already pointed out the 


enviable secrecy observed in the man- 
ufacture of aimored tanks and the 
training of their crews, which now 
number not thousands, but tens of thou- 
sands. To these must be added the in- 
crease in the number of guns, mine- 
throwers, flame projectors, 
machine 


gifns, gas and fog ammunition, and air- 
planes of all kinds. No proof is neces- 
sary that German industry is unable 
to accomplish this in similar quantities. 
Especially as regards the armored tanks 
there is no doubt that the numerical 
superiority is on the side of the enemy 
and that he is bound to utilize it to the 
utmost."

BALKAN FORCES 
RETREAT IN PANIC 


Nine-Mile Front of Ten Ion- 


ic Allies Disorganized By 
Armv of Five Nations. 


(Compiled from A. P. Dispatches) 


AVith their center broken by the on- 


slaught of the French. Se.bian and 
Italian armies, with the British and 
Greeks sweeping over the strongest de- 
fenses in the Lake Doiran region and 
with their railroad communications \ ir- 
tually destroyed, the Bulgarians. Aus- 
tro-Hungarian and German armies on 
the Macedonian front have besrun a 
ictreat which seems to threaten dis- 
aster. 


Over a front of over r-0-miles. the 


Teutonic allies arc streimi.ig back in 
disorder which is slid to be indescrib- 
able. On the west, they are trying to 
reach Prilop from the viciii'ty of Mon- 
astir, but Prilep is outflanked by the 
advancing 
Serbians, 
who 
are now 


marching upon the city.

from Uskub to Saioniki. running along 
the Vardar valley and 
forming the 


chief artery of communication for the 
Bulgarian forces around Lake Doir.in 
has been cut by the Serbians who have 
'crossed the Vardar. In the center, the 
en'emy resistance appears to be com- 
pletely broken and the French and Ser- 
bians are moving nothward at a rate 
•which indicates the absence of any 
crgani~ed resistant e. 


The distaster which threatens the 


Teutonic armies on this front is one 
which may change the whole complex- 
ion of affaiis in the Balkans. The en- 
emy armies appear to have been spilt 
in twain and forced to retreat north- 
ward over mountain roads which are.

ment will' spread to the eastward of 
Lake Doiran and involve the whoie 
front.

"There are small villages all around 


and the city of Angers is not far away. 
I think it boasts a population of over

I have not been 
to the town as yet and know but little 
of the villages.

The dtepOHition of a small section of 


munition workers to take advantage 
of the war situation to make a lot of 
money has tteen sharply called down 
by the 1'resiUeiit. 


These are times when people are 


giving up their sons, and submitting 
to losses and inconveniences. They are 
harassed by increased costs of living. 
All these trials they bear 
cheerfully, 


foi the great cause. 


But 
this spirit of cheer 
turns to 


wrath when they find profiteering in 
any quarter, whether among those who 
have supplies or labor to sell. Alen 
who make unreasonable demands will 
in due time get what is coming to 
them. 
They may in some cases get 


the money they ask, but they will have 
few friends left. 
When they want fa- 


vors, they will find 
them not forth- 


coming. 


After the war there will be a day of 


reckoning. 
Men 
who 
have 
been 


trouble makers, inclined to push de- 
mands unfairly, will not be wanted in 
any industry. Their period of prosper- 
ity will be short. They will have more 
money in the long run. if they take 
what a fair arbitration gives them. 


Wages 
that 
would 
have 
seemed 


enormous a few years ago are being 
earned in many branches of the war 
work. 
Reasonable advances in wages 


have to be paid in those war industries, 
as the cost 
of living is particularly 


high in the munition towns. But we 
shall have to accept the awards of the 
War Labor Board, or there will be per- 
fect industrial chaos. The cost of the 
•war are enormous. 
Our people will 


not stand it to have them pushed up be- 
%ond reason. Much of this easy money 
is being wasted in extravagance. The 
government has a thorough control of 
the situation through the draft. Em- 
ployes who won't accept fair arbitra- 
tion are likely to find themselves in the 
front line trenches, a destination that 
their fellow countrymen will heartily 
approve.

Many people of 


the Old World used to have celebra- 
tions when the crops were safely gar- 
nered. They made offerings to heathen 
gods, and had

not so much imagination. 
About the 


only harvest festival left is the pump- 
kin, corn and county ^ cattle shows. 
In 


theory at least this is an economic and 
community enterprise, rather than an 
expression of popular joy. 


To look at some phlegmatic

farmers, you would not know they ever 
celebrated anything. 
Many of them 


have 
acquired a certain 
pessimistic 


turn of mind. Their barns may be 
bursting. 
But if the crops failed of 


their full fruition, they can not banish 
the feeling of regret for what might 
have been. 


Yet the storing away in the granar- 


ies of a reasonable good crop is a great 
triumph over all kinds of difficulties. 
The man who does it has good cause 
for elation, and the

bandman has fixed his attention for 
many years on plant and seed growth. 
He has acquired after 
long effort a 


wealth of detail knowledge. 
He has 


had to start from small beginnings, ac- 
quire capital for buildings, tools and 
machinery. 
He has 
struggled with 


scarciey of labor, green, ignorant and 
stupid help. He has had to meet baff- 
ling and uncertain weather, and deal 
with a horde of deadly insects. 


Now after all this his- season's work 


approaches complexion. There used to 
be an old dance jig called "The Jolly 
Farmer." 
Well may he kick up his 


heels. These are times of trial when 
it is hard to feel

been such that the civilized world it-cog 
nizes that nothing short of this will 
answer. We are in the war to prevent 
Germany from laying any more of 
Europe in ruins. We are in the war to 
compel Germany to replace some, at 
least, of the ruins it has made. 
The German paper need cherish no 
uncertainty about our Allies. 
"We 
shall have to wait." it says, "to see 
whether America's Allies will allow 
themselves to become intoxicated with 
this doctrine of force." 
The Germans 
need not wait. They resorted to force, 
and now they will get their fill of it. 
They are overpowered. Their military 
leaders know they cannot win. 
The 
people generally understand that their 
struggle is hopeless. Their Kaiser will 
never give up so long as tney are show- 
ing an increasing inclination to avoid 
this. 
The only choice left to the Germans 
is that between being slaughtered in a 
useless and hopeless war or compelling 
their Kaiser to surrender. They have 
shown no mercy. The Allies are less 
savage, and will show mercy, but only 
to an enemy who throws down his 
arms. 
Germany would not negotiate 


when it felt confident of its "doctrine 
of force." and now it will get no nego 
tiated peace.

life—the lives of American young men.

These truths, known to all military 
men. were driven home in most im- 
pressive manner by P. B. Noyes. Di- 
rector of Conservation for the Fuel 
Administration, 
in

mine workers and operators at Union- 
town, Pa., yesterday. 
This is what 
he said.yand it should be taken to heart 
by everybody in the Uniied States: 
"I want you to fully sense the pos- 


sible disaster ahead. 
Tou may never 
hear of the disaster if it comes, be 
cause the drive will go forward on 
time just the same. It will be success- 
ful. 
The disaster will be buried in 
the casualty lists. Gen. Pershing will 
figure out just how short t>e is of that 
ideal life-saving program or munitions. 
Then to make up the shortage he will 
figure so many thousand additional 
young men who must be killed to make 
up for this deficit of shells. 
"The more coal you get out between 
now and Christmas, the fewer casu- 
alties next spring." 
Every man employed on -war work, 


however remote it may be from the 
finished guns, shells and other equip- 
ment for the Army, bearing those 
tatements in mind, can be in no doubt 
s to what he actually is if he srikes 
r even contemplates striking.

Summer Ravages. 
When you come home from the sum- 
mers .vacation, look out for your com- 
plexion and, as quickly as possible' re- 
pair the ravages of tlie sun and wind.

Take 
an ounce of fresh cucumber juice and 
three ounces of fresh milk. Scald, skim 
and .use, massaging this well into the 
face after washing. Then wipe the face 
with. .a. soft towel. 


The woman who freckles easily should 
protect her skin by rubbing in a little 
non greasy cream once or twice a day 
and giving it a light dusting of powder 
after the cream has been well rubbed 
into the pores.

Told by Brigadier General Charles Frederick ("Falling Leaf") Lee, 30-Year Old Chief of the British Aviation Mission to the &. S. 


Brigadier General Charles Frcd- 


trick Lee, Chief 
of the British 


ytviation Mission now in the United 
'States, has written the following 
twticle. True to the tenets of the 
Royal Air Force, he says every- 
thing about the service but not one 
word about himself. 
He is already 


a; familiar figure to many Ameri- 
can audiences. He and his 
staff 


form part of the so-called 
"flying 


circvt," which journeys thrmtgh 
the air from city to city in America, 
and not only enthralls hundreds of 


» thousands of spectators with its 


feats but makes an equally strong 
appeal to the public intelligence 
when the British General himself 
ascends the platform and tells his 
hearers in simple, soldierly speech, 
the secrets and achievements of the 
flying men. General Lee says that 
he likes flying better than writing 
er speech-making, but that he is an 
adept in all three can be testified 
to by a great many people in all 
parts of America. He is a young 
tnan to have attained such eminence 
in Ms profession, for he was born 
in Yorkshire on July ?nd, 1887. 
His career is exclusively that of the 
army. He was educated at Eton 
and tlte Royal Military College at 
Sandhurst, served in a famous old 
regiment, the 6oth Rifles, passed 
the inevitable four years in India, 
and helped to strafe the Boche in 
'France in 1914 and 1915. 'He 
earned his Army soubriquet, "Fall- 
ing Leaf" Lee, by reason of an ex- 
traordinary manoeuvre he evolved 
in air fighting. Be it remembered 
that he has twenty-nine German 
airplanes and the occupants to his 
credit, and many of the men he has 
tent crashing to earth must have 
teen experienced pilots, so, in or- 
der to come unscathed through so 
many combats, he is evidently an 
airman of^great daring and inex- 
haustible resource. 
One of his 


tricks was to fall like a fluttering 
leaf < in a machine apparently out 
"«f control, but really tempting an 
/opponent to close quarters and con- 
teqtient undoing. He is immensely 
popular, not only with the general 
public, but with his brother

Again, a very small 
number has been; shot down by .infantry 
gun-fire'from trenches. The more Ger- 
mans brought down, the less sacrifices 
of life we have on our side of the lines. 
Say a German airplane has come over 
our «ide of the?Hues; say he has taken 
photographs *of o«r artillery position; 


when, as--they thought, Greet Britain 
would oe too much occupied with her 
own affairs to bother about the affairs 
of other people. 
They thought their

thought their' atrocities in Belgium, 
'nipw proven to be systematic, would so 
frighten other nations that they would 
keep out of the'war and let the German 
bully in the shape of autocracy go 
where he wanted to. They have had 
one to two rude shocks since then. The 
latest and greatest was when America 
cane into this war. (I would like to 
harp on this theme, but must keep to 
my story.)

Machines, of course, are specialized.

time. There are jnach'ines designed for 
co-operation with Artillery which .carry 
an observer and wireless. 
There are 


large machines for day bombing and 
still larger ^nachines designed for night 
bombing. -Owing to the. .pace at .which 
machines manoeuvre the sighting of 
machine guns becomes.a"very important 
factor. To hit an object in a vital spot, 
going 120 miles an hour, when your 
own machine is '.travelling; at the same 
pace, requires a vast amount of training 
for pilots and observers, who practice 
gunnery continuously from the timft 
tbejrjgoon the ground school: until'they 
go overseas.

To en- 
force his order he has had the shenff 
swear m M. Xishigaya, an atlache of 
the consulate, as a deputy and it \vill 
be the latter's dutj to ariet-t Japanese 
men who appear on the streets in ki- 
mono'- on chaige ot wearing improper 
clothing:

after the fir^t warning will be denied 
al1 consular prn lieges, t>uch as permis-

biidet,' here from Japan, accoreiing to 
Mr Moroi.
